Officials  To  Negotiate 
For  Strategic  Returns 
In  UN-Congolese  Rift 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  THE  CONGO,  March  7 (UPI)—  Un- 
ited Nations  officials  negotiated  today  for  the  return  of  stra- 
tegic port  installations  at  Banana  and  Matadi,  seized  by 
rampaging  Congolese  troops  in  fierce  fighting  against  U.N. 
forces. 

Rajeshwar  Dayal,  special  representative  of  U.N.  Secre- 
tary General  Dag  Hammarskjold,  said  it  will  take  a few  days 


of  negotiations  before  the  in- 
stallations, which  are  essential 
for  U.  N.  communications  in  the 
Congo,  are  back  under  U.  N. 
control. 

CONGOLESE  troops  occupied 
the  Matadi  and  Banana  outposts 
after  clashes  with  Sudanese  and 
Canadian  U.  N.  forces  over  the 
weekend  The  124-member  Sud- 
anese garrison  suffered  two  kill- 
ed, four  seriously  wounded  and 
nine  others  lightly  wounded. 
Three  of  nine  Canadian  soldiers 
were  slightly  wounded. 

The  shooting  ended  shortly 
after  acting  Congolese  Premier 
Albert  Delvaux  arrived  on  the 
scene  and  arranged  a cease-fire.( 
The  Congolese  had  threatened 
to  throw  the  entire  Thysville 
garrison  into  the  battle. 

THE  U.  N.  command  ordered 
its  angry  soldiers  to  stand  fast 
and  not  storm  Matadi  for  fear 
that  it  would  result  in  an  all- 
out  war  with  Congolese  troops. 

But  the  Sudanese  and  Canad- 
ian contingents  to  the  U.  N. 
force  were  anxious  for  a fight 
since  they  were  driven  out  of 
the  Atlantic  port  city  by  Congo- 
lese troops  who  outnumbered 
them,  6-1. 

Radio  Khartoum  announced 
last  night  that  the  Sudan,  which 
had  fewer  than  400  soldiers  in 
the  Congo,  would  withdraw  its 
contingent  in  the  U.  N.  troop 
command. 

THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  said 
Sudan  felt  the\U.  N.  command 
“committed  a serious  dereliction 
of  their  duties.  It  said  Sudanese 
forces  had  been  placed  in  areas 
which  were  known  to  be  defiant 
to  U.  N.  authority.  The  Sudan- 
ese said  U.  N.  officials  disre- 
garded the  situation  and  failed 
to  rush  reinforcements  in  quick- 
ly. 

U.  N.  officials  also  sought  po- 
litical settlements  at  the  U.  N. 
headquarters  in  New  York  and 
at  a Congolese  “summit”  con- 
ference which  opens  in  Mala- 
gasy (Madagascar)  today. 

INFORMED  sources  said  Ka- 
tanga President  Moise  Tshombe 
may  make  a conciliatory  ap- 
proach to  the  United  Nations  at 
today’s  session,  which  lias  at- 
tracted the  Congo’s  top  leaders.

Charity  and  the  Senate 

The  Campus  Chest  Drive  being  conducted  on  cam- 
pus this  week  is  a worthy  venture  for  BYU  students 
to  support.  However,  we  think  the  ASBYU  Senate  should 
reconsider  the  allocations  given  to  some  charities  in  the 
drive. 

Last  year  the  drive  collected  $1279  from  the  stu- 
dents. This  money  was  divided  according  to  the  follow- 
ing percentages: 

World  University  Service,  15  per  cent;  Crippled 
Children,  10  per  cent';  Infantile  Paralysis,  10  per  cent; 
Cerebral  Palsy,  10  per  cent;  Emergency  fund  (which 
. remains  at  BYU  for  usb  here)  five  per  cent ; Olympic 
. Fund,  three  per  cent ; Boy  Scouts  of  America,  seven 
per  cent ; American  Korean  Foundation,  four  per  cent ; 
Utah  Mental  Health  Association,  six  per  cent;  Utah 
Heart  Association,  six  per  cent;  Utah  Cancer  Founda- 
. tion,  six  per  cent ; American  Red  Cross,  five  per  cent ; 
and  Salvation  Army,  three  per  cent. 

A bill  has  already  been  introduced  into  the  Senate 
which  would  repeat  the  same  allocations  this  year.  We 
wonder  if  this  will  be  wise  in  all  cases. 

We  question  the  large  amount  given  to  World  Uni- 
versity Service  in  comparison  to  amounts  given  to  local 
charities  such  as  the  Utah  Heart  Association.  The  World 
University  Service  is  an  organization  which  distributes 
funds  to  under-privileged  nations  to  promote  facilities 
for  students  there. 

BYU  will  have  little  say  as  to  where  funds  collected 
here  will  be  used,  apd  yet  this  appropriation  is  five  per 
cent  more  than  the  next  highest  in  the  list. 

There  are  many  worthwhile  charities  not  included 
in  this  list.  Obviously  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  con- 
duct individual  drives  on  campus  for  each  tharity,  and 
it  is  because  of  this  that  only  one  major  charity  drive 
a year  is  allowed  on  campus.  However,  this  means  that 
careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  actual 
usage  these  funds  receive. 

Since  there  is  only  one  drive,  BYU  students  should 
support  it  as  much  as  possible.  The  amount  taken  in 
last  year  averages  out  to  be  less  than  ten  cents  for  each 
BYU  student,  which  in  our  opinion  is  a pretty  poor  show- 
ing for  a church  university. 

This  masr  be  the  only  chance  most  of  us  will  take 
to  help  those  more  unfortunate  than  we  are.  We  should 
do  so  generously.

The  absence  of  “angelic  mediator”  problems  notwith- 
standing, the  B.Y.U.  Forensics  Association  offers  one  of  the 
most  dynamic  modern  applications  of  this  scripture  imagin- 
able. Travelling  thousands  of  miles  throughout  the  natipn, 
B.Y.U.  debaters  have  spoken  with  grace,  well-seasoned  with 
rhetoric  salt,  and  in  the  process  have  brought  home  three 
national  championships  in  the  past  two  years. 

Thus  it  is  unusually  appropriate  that  Wednesday  morn-
